You  must  keep  preparing  yourself  so  that  you  will  be  able  to  help  in  the 
successful  culmination  of  many  of  our  present  day  movements.  Recognition  of 
issues  as  they  occur  and  the  desire  to  work  in  community  service  will  help  to 
give  you  a happy  life.  Tomorrow  will  belong  only  to  those  who  will  be  pre- 
pared to  grasp  it.  I wish  you  a long  and  successful  career.
